broadcasts.

w h en the radio announced the im ­ 
perial rescript declaring war. 
A m ericans w ho w ere here at 
th e tim e said m ost Japanese seem ­ 
ed stunned, unprepared for th a t 
final 
reality, 
even though they 
long had been groomed by press 
an d radio for a day of reckoning 
w ith America. 
Now, as Jap an ese see on every 
h an d how their m om ent of tr i­ 
u m p h has ended in im poverish­ 
m en t and defeat, they don’t like 
to talk about P earl Harbor.

.equire an initial capital 
outlay of §800,000.000, he estimat­ 
ed. and an annual estimated out­ 
lay of §2225,000,000 for operation 
of

and disposal.

gallons of water are treated each 
day by his company. Two-thirds 
are satisfactorily handled by sedi­

return. 
Phenolic wastes

000,000 gallons a day are treated 
through
